Panel To Salvage 
School Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A House 
subcommittee was set for a last ditch 
effort today to salvage an embattled 
bill designed to equalize state aid to 
education on the basis of local property 
tax effort. 
“There is still hope for a bill with 
bipartisan support,” Rep. Ben Rose, 
R-64 Lima, insisted Tuesday even as 
full committee hearings broke down. 
M ajority 
Dem ocrats retreated 
behind closed doors to try to hammer 
out a comprom ise, but Finance 
Chairman Myrl H. Shoemaker, D-88 
Bonnieville, conceded: “There was a 
lack of agreement in the Democratic 
caucus about certain aspects of the 
bill.” 
Consequently, 
House 
Speaker 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
and Shoemaker ordered it sent to 
subcommittee—not as a death knell, 
but probably for a final attempt to 
fashion a plan that can win acceptance 
on the House floor. 
“I’d like to have it on the House floor 
next week,” Riffe said. 
Shoemaker abruptly canceled an 
afternoon session of the full committee 
in the midst of a new proposal for 
continuation of Ohio’s parochial aid 
program, overturned last May by a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling. 
David Young, a Columbus attorney 
representing the Catholic Conference 
of Ohio, said the court ruling would not 
be violated if state aid were provided 
as a “loan,” rather than a direct 
subsidy. 
The state budget approved by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes contains $68 million 
for parochaid, which Ohio instituted in 
1967 to pay for some textbooks and 


auxiliary services such as remedial 
courses and guidance. 
Shoemaker said the parochiad 
proposal will be on the subcommittee 
agenda, but legislators will con­ 
centrate on the equal yield formula 
which is opposed by several powerful 
lobbying groups. 
The complicated plan sailed through 
the Senate last May on a 26-6 vote, but 
objections from big city districts, 
realtors, farm groups and business 
interests have succeeded in stalling it 
in the House. 
The lobbyists have succeeded in 
killing a provision that would have 
ended property tax rollbacks in 
reappraised counties in years when the 
Board of Tax Appeals updates and 
increases property valuations. 
Millage rollbacks of this sort would 
theoretically play havoc with a for­ 
mula which basis state aid on local tax 
property effort. Under the formula, 
equal local tax effort would yield an 
equal return of state and local dollars 
combined per pupil. 
A compromise, worked out by Rose 
and Rep. 
I.arry Christman, D-67 
Englewood, will face scrutiny in the 
e ig h t-m e m b e r s u b c o m m itte e , 
Shoemaker said. 
The Rose-Christman plan would 
attempt to answer rollback problems 
and big city squawks for more money 
by increasing formula funding during 
the second year of the phase-in. 
The equal yield concept calls for a 
six-year phase-in, moving toward 
raising the state level of support for 
public schools to 50 per cent. The 
present state-aid level is just over 40 
per cent. 
Iron Workers' Strike

Picketing members of the Iron 
Workers Local Union 172 of Columbus 
halted all construction at the site of 
Circleville^ proposed sewage treat­ 
ment plant Tuesday morning, and 
other construction projects in the 
Central Ohio area. 
Picket lines were hastily formed in 
protest of a “lack of meaningful 
negotiations” with the Association of 
General Contractors of Central Ohio, a 
union spokesman said Tuesday af­ 
ternoon.

their five-week general strike. 
However, negotiations for a wage 
increase and contract period “have 
broken,” the spokesman said. 
The strike curtailed construction at 
the sewage treatment plant since it 
first began June ll, according to 
resident engineer Bob Blank. But some 
of the work, primarily fill operations, 
was able to continue until the picket 
lines were formed. 
Other trades affected at the plant 
are carpenters, laborers, cement 
finishers, and truck drivers. About 50 
workers are out of a job as a result of 
the strike, he said.

Firearms Ruling 


INDIANAPOLIS

The 
Indiana Court of Appeals has reversed 
a firearms conviction, citing the 
Marion County prosecutor for im­ 
proper plea bargaining practices. 
The court Tuesday overturned the 
1972 conviction of Eddie L. Spalding, 
Indianapolis, in Marion Criminal 
Court 4. He was sentenced to eight 
years in prison. 
Judge George B. Hoffman Jr. wrote 
in the majority opinion it was “clearly 
improper for the prosecutor to invade 
the discretion of the trial court by ef­ 
fectively determining the minimum 
sentence a defendant must serve.” 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
America’s Apollo, on its last proud 
mission of history and diplomacy, ran 
into an irritating mechanical problem 
today in its race through space to hook 
up for a cosmic visit with the Soviet 
spaceship Soyuz. 


If not solved, the problem — a 
jammed probe — could block the 
American and Soviet astronauts from 
crawling from ship to ship. But ground 
controllers said it should be easy to 
overcome. 
They said the problem endangered 
neither the American astronauts nor 
the basic purpose of the joint flight — 
docking and visiting in space. 


A Russian official said he could not 
believe the problem would not be 
solved. 
Both craft sped from earth Tuesday 
in launches of the two spacefaring 
nations that had been independent 
competitors until this mission and are 
now ready for the first time to join 
ships and hands in space. 


U.S. astronauts Thomas P. Stafford, 
Vance D. Brand and Donald K. Slayton 
rode the Apollo in orbital pursuit of the 
Soviet ship manned by cosmonauts 
Alexei I^onov and Valeri Kubasov. 


It was the last voyage of an Apollo 
spacecraft. America’s next manned 
space venture will be a shuttle flight to 
be launched four years from now. 


If the probe problem is licked and all 
else — including the merging of orbits 
— goes as planned, Apollo will over­ 
take Soyuz at midday Thursday and 
the astronauts and cosmonauts will 
execute a tricky linkup. 


The problem boils down to this: 
The Apollo carries with it a tubular 
module which is to join with the Soyuz. 
This module is to form an air-sealed 
passage between the two craft. 
Jutting from the nose of the Apollo is 
a probe which links the command 
vehicle to the docking module. But the 
probe jammed when the astronauts 
tried to remove it to clear the tunnel. 
Mission control officials in Houston 
said the probe could easily be cleared, 
using simple hand tools. 
“I think they will probably get it out 
pretty quickly,” flight controller Neil 
Hutchinson said. He explained that the 
astronauts could get at it by removing 
a single screw. 
Meanwhile, the astronauts were told 
to sleep and rest up for today’s un­ 
scheduled work.

U.N. Pressure 


On Israel 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 
Egypt is demanding new Security 
Council pressure for an Israeli with­ 
drawal as its price for allowing the 
United Nations Emergency Force in 
the Sinai Desert to continue acting as a 
buffer between Israeli and Egyptian 
troops. 
Egypt informed U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim on Tuesday 
that it would not agree to renewal of 
the force’s mandate when, it expires 
July 24. 
Waldheim, after a conference with 
Egyptian Ambassador A. E. Abdel 
Meguid, said Egypt expects the 
Security Council to adopt a resolution 
“which will help to implement the 
previous decisions of the Council.” 
These called for Israeli withdrawal 
from Arab territories it occupied in the 
1967 Arab-Israeli war and an end to the 
Arab state of war against Israel. 
Security Council President Alberto 
Cavaglieri planned to consult with 
other members, and a council meeting 
was expected in a few days.

dangerous situation,” Waldheim told 
newsmen. But he said it could not be 
compared with “what we had in 1967,” 
when Secretary-General U Thant with­ 
drew another U.N. buffer force on 
Egypt’s demand and war followed. 
The secretary-general said the 4,200- 
man buffer force could not remain in 
Sinai unless both Egypt and Israel 
consented. 
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for the Soviet control center, Viktor 
Blagov, told a news conference: “I 
believe this problem will be solved. I 
can’t believe we won’t solve it.” 
Before discovering the stuck probe, 
the astronauts had fixed a minor 
problem involving a clogged urine 
disposal system. 
The astronauts fired the powerful 
service propulsion engine on the Apollo 
craft twice Tuesday night in the first of 
a series of maneuvers to adjust their 
orbit for the rendezvous. 
“Sort of like being bumped by a 
truck,” said Brand of the initial bum of 
less than a second. 
After docking, the spacemen will 
open both ends of the airlock tunnel 
connecting the vehicles. Stafford and 
Iieonov will embrace in a heralded 
“handshake in the sky.” 
The Americans carried the docking 
module into space Tuesday and ex­ 
tracted it from the spent booster 
rocket without difficulty. 
For two days, astronauts and 
cosmonauts will visit the others’ space 
quarters, 
sharing their food and 
conducting scientific and medical 
experiments. They will also exchange 
gifts, flags and letters from leaders of 
the two nations. 
For the first time since Russia got 
the jump on America in space with the 
launching of Sputnik in 1957, the two 
nations were linked in cooperation sci­ 
entifically and in a cosmic display of 
detente. 
Today’s timetable called for the 
Soyuz cosmonauts to maneuver their 
capsule to a 140-mile-high orbit and the 
Apollo crew to check out the docking 
module systems. 
A test of the Soyuz television link 
with Apollo mission control also was 
scheduled. 


The tiny capsules were rocketed 
flawlessly into orbit Tuesday from 
spaceports half a world apart. 
The Apollo launch followed the 
Soviet blastoff by seven and a half 


hours and matched it for perfection. 
Television viewers around the world 
witnessed the twin launches, for the 
first time seeing live the blastoff of a 
Soviet spaceship.

M an Escapes From 
Life 
To Find Terror In Tiny Town 


KEYES, Calif. (AP) — Oliver Green 
and family moved here last fall to 
escape the “bother and commotion” of 
big city life. Now he says he keeps two 
loaded guns by his bed as protection 
after being insulted on the street and 
menaced by speeding cars. 
I got called Nigger, you know. 
Cars rushed back close to me,” Green 
says. 
“I still don’t believe this stuff really 
happened,” Green, 47, said in an in­ 
terview. “None of it makes sense. Sure 
has changed my image of this town, 
though.” 
Green said an attempted fire­ 
bombing of his house — the firebomb 
failed to explode — was the most 
violent in a series of attacks that have 
prompted him to keep a .22-caliber 
rifle and a double-barrel shotgun at his 
bedside. He says his house also has 
been hit by two suspicious fires, and 
one of them caused heavy damage. 
He first thought the fires were ac­ 
cidental, but now he believes they were 
set, he adds. 
Green had picked a $19,000 rundown 
house on an acre of land from a farm 
catalogue and moved his teen-aged 
son, his daughter, and her 3-year-old 
son to this San Joaquin Valley town of 
1,500 persons about 150 miles southeast 
of Oakland. Green is divorced. 
His problems come on the heels of an 
announcement by a state agency that 
it will investigate alleged racial dis­ 
crimination against blacks in two 
other California towns — Taft in oil 
rich southern San Joaquin Valley and 
scenic Carmel on the coast. 
Thirteen 
black 
junior 
college 
athletes were driven out of Taft in May 
and a citizens petition and zoning 
regulations combined to force eight 
black high school students out of their 


Carmel residence last month. 
Green says his image of Keyes was 
one of quiet, fresh air, and “green 
fields and open spaces” when he 
decided a year ago he’d had enough of 
bustling Oakland, where he ran a 
home-building firm. 
Some of the local residents say the 
town isn’t to blame for Green’s 
troubles. 
“There are a lot of good people in 
this town,” said Beverly Smith, wife of 
a Baptist minister and herself a new­ 
comer. “We don’t like what’s hap­ 
pened and we don’t think it represents 
more than a real small minorty.” 
Stanislaus 
County 
Sheriff’s 
Detective Ron Adams said, “We have 
a lot of trouble with burglaries and 
fights over there in Keyes. That’s a 
rough place, a lot of them are from 
Oklahoma, and Arkansas, and Texas, 
that sort. I’d guess Mr. Green picked a 
tough place to live and a few of the 
local kids got ugly.” No arrests have 
been made.

Fair Trade Backers Face Fight 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—- Fair 
trade advocates are now in for a fight 
in the 111th General Assembly against 
legislation that would abolish Ohio’s 
price maintenance laws dating back to 
the depression years. 
Already this year, IO states have 
done away with fair trade laws, and 
the Congress is considering bills to 
wipe out federal authorization for 
minimum price levels. 
The Ohio House passed 75-43 last 
Thursday a bill by PtepwJttjchael P. 
Stinziano,D-30 Columbus, who thinks 
the laws are outdated, and that they 
force Ohioans to pay substantially 
more for products than In free trade 
states such as neighboring Michigan. 
The House Judiciary Committee, 
which overwhelmingly 
approved 
Stinziano’s bill to repeal Ohio’s fair 
trade laws, heard witnesses put that 
cost at )50 to $75 million a year. 
These witnesses told the panel that 
Ohioans pay 18 to 27 per cent more for 
television sets, audio equipment, lawn 
care products and hardware appli­ 
ances, the most frequently falrtraded 


items. 
Figures like that infuriate mer­ 
chants 
who are 
clinging 
to 
the 
regulations by which manufacturers 
can establish and maintain minimum 
retail price levels. 
A spokesman for a firm supplying 
fair 
trade 
products 
to 
4,975 
in­ 
dependent Ohio dealers told the 
committee “ proponents of repeal 
would have you believe that this repeal 
will benefit the consumer by saving 
him or her money.” 
“Such savings are a delusion,” said 
the spokesman, Arthur H. Bemdtson 
of the Anderson Co. of Gary, Ind., 
makers of ANCO windshield wipers. 
Bemdtson said a figure of $1.5 billion 
in annual nationwide savings from fair 
trade repeal was unconfirmed. 
“In fact,” he said, “the $1.5 billion 
figure was used by an economics 
profssor advocate in testimony before 
a U.S. Senate committee in 1959.” 
Bemdtson said the professor con­ 
ceded the figure was “nothing but 
educated estimates.” 
Consumer groups, discount stores, 


Ohio’s Atty. Gen. William J. Brown 
and President Gerald R. Ford favor 
repeal of fair trade laws, which still 
are on the books in 25 states. 
Some 
manufacturers and 
many 
small businessmen oppose their 
abolition. 
“Fair trade is not a product of the 
depression of the 1930s as proponents 
of repeal say,” argued Bemdtston. 
“Indeed, Ohio’s original Fair Trade 
Act of 1936 was revised and reenacted 
in 1959. Are we to believe that the Ohio 
legislature In 1959, a time of post-war 
growth, was still depressionminded? I 
think not.” 
Supporters of Stinziano’s repealer 
say Ohio's law is particularly harsh 
because it binds even retailers who 
don’t want to participate to maintain 
manufacturers’ minimum price levels. 
Merchants 
who 
sell 
designated 
products for lower prices can be taken 
to court by manufacturers. 
Stinziano and other fair trade critics 
insist there is no documented evidence 
that small businessmen have suffered 
in states which have dropped the laws.

where the ginkgo nut, if not the 
fruit, is considered a delicacy. 
Once the 
possibility 
was 
voiced that the ginkgo could 
possibly 
yield 
a 
cure 
for 
cancer. The National Cancer 
Institute studied the female 
ginkgo, along with several 
hundred other species of 
plants, to discover whether 
there was any basis for the 
claims long made for it by 
Oriental healers. 


The search was fruitless. 
Chinese physicians, African 


witch doctors, and other 
medical men of that stamp 
have been 
found 
to 
have 
knowledge of herbal remedies 
which laboratory tests have 
shown to contain drugs of 
efficiency in treating certain 
diseases. Quinine and curare 
are examples. 
The ornamental ginkgo may 
yet 
prove 
to 
contain

value may be founded on fact. 
In the meantime its chief 
function will be to continue to 
litter the pavement. 


W here A rso n Is King 


It looks like bombed-out Berlin in 
1945. Rows of five-story flats open 
blackened mouths to the world, the 
roofs gone, walls sagging. Vietnam? 
No. South Bronx, New York. That is 
where arson is king. 
Engine 82 responds to 9,000 alarms 
each year. Over 3,600 are false alarms. 
Whether there is a fire or not, the 
arrival of Engine 82 is always met by a 
barrage of bottles, boards and spikes 
from neighboring rooftops. 
My interest in the blackened land 
was piqued by an article in “The 
Village Voice” written by Howard 
Blum. “It’s like a ghost town up here 
now,” Fire Captain Robert Farrell told 
Blum. “When I came here IO years 
ago, this street was filled with 
buildings and people. Now there’s 
nothing left but rocks.” 
Frank Doyle, an olf friend who is 
public relations director for the New 
York Fire Department, states the 
somber figures: “5.500 fires in South 
Bronx set in the last 17 months.” Fun 
City has been flamed out. 
When Engine 82 responds to a false 
alarm, it keeps moving. Ten a day. The 
helmeted and booted men look for 
smoke. The bottles, bricks and boards 
cascade downward. The men yell to 
the driver, “For 
Christ sake keep 
going!” 
The firehouse seems to be the only 
warm living thing within a half mile. 
Many of the burned-out shells are 
marked with a big chalky X. This 
means: “Dangerous to firemen. Do not 
enter.” 
“It’s us versus the animals.” a 
veteran of Vietnam says. “They can 
throw rocks or strip the truck clean 
and we can’t do a thing. The natives 
around here are walking IO feet tall 
because the city won’t let us hit back.” 
The city is Mayor Abe Beame. The 
match kings of the South Bronx 
represent bloc voting. Few arrests are 
made. The smell of gasoline per­ 
meates the old toasters. Cops are busy 
busting numbers runners and bookies. 
They shrug off 5,000 fires in one small 
area. “It ain’t kids,” one tells me. “It’s 
done by family men. There’s a profit in 
fire.” 
Men 
rip 
off 
the 
radiators 
in 
buildings. Frightened residents— 
mostly unemployed Puerto Ricans— 
move out. The vandals tear out the 
fake marble stairs and sell them. They 
can’t get at the piping and plumbing in 
the walls, so they distribute gasoline 
up and down five stories. 
They buy it in gallon cans. The men 
in filling stations know when there is 
going tube a fire before the firemen. It 
requires skill to make a huge flue of an 
empty stairwell. 
A man with a gasoline-soaked rag 
and a book of matches dogtrots in the 
two feet of litter behind the flat. He 
lights the rag and tosses it inside. Then 
he sits on a stoop with a jug of wine, 
waiting and watching.

He watches the ruddy light glow 
from within the building. The young 
men arm themselves with boards and 
stones and go to the rooftops of other 
buildings. They wait. The sirens start 
low and complaining. They shriek 
when they turn on Seabury Avenue. 
The flat is a roaring furnace. Fearful 
firemen get off the engines and look up 
into the darkness for a flying object 
which would mean a fractured skull or 
a broken arm. One says, “The animals 
are juiced up tonight.” 
When the fire is out, the exhausted 
fighters rip the walls with axes, 
looking far pockets of smoke. They do 
all the work for the men who want to 
dismantle and sell the piping. They 
hide behind anonymity, but a defender 
says, “Look, we too have to eat.” 
The firemen are scornful. “Welfare 
skulls,” they are called. It is pointless 


for them to call the police. The cops 
cannot arrest an entire neighborhood 
on suspicion. Howard Blum sat in a 
frustrating firehouse night after night. 


On Friday, at ll: 15 p.m., the men sat 
around a television set, listening to the 
news. The writer knew that the mayor 
proposed to save money by firing over 
7,000 police and firemen. Some had 
banded together to write a hate sheet 
switching “Fun City” to “Fear City.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Some of our 
favorite assumptions and most relied 
upon alibis about prices and personal 
finances are being challenged. 
You’ll recall the middleman, of 
course, the fellow who imposes himself 
between the farmer and consumer and 
rips off all of us, pushing up prices as 
he lines his pockets. That’s the 
assumption, anyway. 
Well, the middleman has been 
cleared now. The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability says he wasn’t 
responsible for the 12.2 per cent in­ 
crease in food prices last year. Oil 
prices, the end of government price 
controls, and rising wages were among 
the major factors in the increase. 
Now the Federal Trade Commission 
explodes another alibi, that the big 
food chains were profiteering, raising 
their prices not because their costs 
were going up but just because they 
were greedy for profits. 
The FTC agreed that markups by the 
food chains did increase, but con­ 
cluded: “The very rapid retail food- 
price increases since 1972 are ex­ 
plained primarily by increases in 
prices of raw food products.” 
The villains are being challenged, 
and some are falling. One favorite 
villain was industrial concentration. In 
industries dominated by a relatively 
few companies, it was said, prices 
were administered, or kept high. 
When inflation worsened during the 
past few years this villain assumed 
monumental proportions, as it does 
from time to time. Replete with 
political overtones, it became the 
favorite alibi for many people. 
The Council on Wage and Price 
Stability decided to look into the ac-

cusation, and it found: 
“For most of the past 20 years, 
avarage Bureau of Labor Statistics 
wholesale prices in the concentrated 
industries have risen less rapidly than 
prices in unconcentrated industries.” 
One study does not necessarily 
destroy a villain, but this particular 
one not only exonerates the con­ 
centrated industries, it also, by in­ 
ference, hands them a bit of praise. 
Everyone has heard and probably 
given the advice: “Go to college. Not 
only will it broaden your appreciation 
and understanding of life, but it will 
pay off in dollars and cents.” 
“Nonsense,” says Caroline Bird, a 
researcher and writer on social issues. 
She recommends that the money be in­ 
vested instead.For many people, she 
says, college is “a waste of time and 
money.” 
Writing in Psychology Today 
magazine, the author maintains it is 
foolish for every youngster to feel 
compelled to go to college. Many 
aren’t suited for it. Many would do 
better just taking a job, she says. 


Car Sales 
Data M ixed 


DETROIT (AP) — U.S. car sales for 
the first IO days in July were down 9 
per cent from the same period last 
year, industry analysts say. 
Analysts estimate that sales for July 
1-10 totaled about 160,000 compared 
with 175,786 for the first IO days of the 
month in 1974. 
However, sales for the period were 
up 2 per cent over the first IO days of 
June this year, the analysts reported. 
The nation’s automakers release 
their sales figures for the latest 10-day 
period today. 
“Normally, July 1-10 sales are down 
8 per cent from June 1-10, but this time 
there is a slight increase indicating a 
further strengthening of the auto in­ 
dustry,” one company analyst said. 
Analysts expect July sales to ap­ 
proximate the rate of deliveries in 
1971, making this period the lowest in 
four years. Earlier this year sales ran 
at a 14-year low, yet another indication 
the worst sales slump for the industry 
since World War II is slowly ending. 


Hum phrey Says 
He's Not Running 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (AP) - Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey says he will 
enter no presidential primaries next 
year and won’t court delegates at state 
conventions. But he says he will say 
“yes” if a deadlocked Democratic 
Party looks his way. 
The Minnesota Democrat, 64, says 
he will file the necessary affidavits to 
keep his name off the ballot in states 
where all candidates are listed until 
they swear noncandidate status. 
Despite his denials, little changed 
for the past year, Humphrey’s name 
has repeatedly cropped up on political 
speculators’ lists.

I know I’m a very tense person. This 
may account for my fears. Every once 
in a while I get a fluttering sensation in 
my heart. When this happens I’m 
petrified. 
I am 39 and I live in terror that I will 
soon have a heart attack. 
Mr. T. E.,Ohio 
Dear Mr. E .: 
The obvious answer to your problem 
is my own question of why you have not 
sought the advice of your doctor. By 
avoiding this, you are unnecessarily 
terrified and devitalized by what 
probably is an insignificant condition. 
By avoiding such a visit and a 
complete examination 
you 
are 
allowing time to magnify your fears to 
the point where your personal hap­ 
piness and productivity may be af­ 
fected. 
The heart has a delicate mechanism 
that acts like an electric switch to keep 
the heart rate regular. When special 
demands are made on the heart to beat 
faster during physical activity or 
times of emotional distress, the heart 
beat suddenly increases. 
This regulatory mechanism in the 
heart can be disturbed by emotional 
tension, alcohol, caffeine, drugs and 
tobacco. The result is that the heart 
may skip a beat and cause the flut­ 
tering sensation you describe. 


These extra 
beats, or extra 
“systoles,” commonly occur and do 
not suggest a possibility of heart 
disease or impending heart trouble. 
Nevertheless, a complete heart 
examination with electrocardiograms 
should be done. They undoubtedly will 
be normal and the contribution to your 
peace of mind will be enormous. 


Far too many people of all ages live 
in a constant state of terror about the 
diseases they think they have. 
Contrary to all the health education 
programs, these people actually avoid 
going to their doctors for fear of ex­ 
pressing the problems that have 
originated in their minds. 
How many people have you known 
who, when they hear of the symptoms 
of another persons’s disease, are 
certain that they, too, have the same 
condition? 


Symptoms of different diseases are 
often so closely allied that it is im­ 
possible for the untrained person to 
understand their meanings. 
To be liberated from fears of disease 
it is necessary to openly discuss all 
problems early, with doctors. If the 
psychological root of these fears is 
deep, it is often beneficial to seek the 
help through your doctor, or a 
psychologist or psychiatrist.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A petition to 
ban aerosol sprays on the ground they 
could result in from 100,000 to 300,000 
cases of skin cancer annually in the 
United States and 1.5 million world­ 
wide within 25 years has been rejected 
by the U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 
The commission voted 3 to 2 Monday 
that there is insufficent evidence to 
support the charge by the Natural 
Resources Defense Council that 
fluorocarbon propellants in aerosols 
destroys the atmosphere’s ozone layer, 
which protects against ultraviolet 
radiation. 
Commissioner Lawrence Kushner 
said that, even though he agrees with 
an interagency report released last 
month that there is legitimate cause 
for concern, the majority decided to 
wait for the results of a National 
Academy of Sciences report next 
spring on a series of studies dealing 
with fluorocarbons and the ozone 
layer.

demanded the employ er. 
“Well, hell, he’s meaner than a 
ju nky ard dog,” the lobby ist replied. 
That’s one man’s opinion of the 71- 
y ear-old Secrest, bu t it hardly does 
ju stice to the man’s breadth of 
character. 
Robert Thompson Secrest has been 
called the most u nderrated and gener­ 
ally u nnoticed man in the Ohio 
Senate. 
For someone who serv ed 2C y ears in 
the Congress, sev en y ears as a 
member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, a y ear on the staff of the late 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz du ring World 
War II, and as state commerce 
director, that represents a con­ 
siderable ov ersight. 
A Repu blican who knows him well 
recently regaled a newsman with one 


story after another, all designed to 
indicate that Secrest not only has a 
lifetime grip on his eight-cou nty sou th­ 
ern Ohio district, bu t may be one of two 
or three best politicians in the Senate. 
“When he dies, he’ll hav e the biggest 
fu neral in the history of the state,” 
conclu ded the Repu blican. “He is 
simply the most belov ed man in 
politics in sou thern Ohio.” 
A rambling 6-foot-plu s with gray ing, 
slicked-down hair, a battered ru ddy 
face and a prominent nose, Secrest is 
hardly handsome. His speech is spiced 
with homey , Dogpatch witticisms. 
Few wou ld gu ess that u nderneath 
the rou gh-hewn ex terior lies an 
edu cated sophistication that su rpasses 
some of his more v olu ble colleagu es. 
Secrest has a bachelor’s degree in 
political science from Mu skingu m 
College, a law degree from the old 
Washington College of Law, now 
American Univ ersity , and he has com­ 
pleted the necessary work for a 
master’s degree in military gov ern­ 
ment and international law at 
Colu mbia Univ ersity . 
When he is back in his Senate 
district, he packs a box of pu ngent 11- 
cent cigars and a pack of two of 
chewing tobacco into his car and 
driv es for hou rs, hitting the bars in one 
town after another. 
“He knows ev ery body in ev ery bar,” 
said Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 New 


Concord. “At ev ery stop he downs a 
cou ple of beers, chats with the boy s, 
and then is off to the nex t town and the 
nex t bar.” 
Secrest hasn’t decided if he will ru n 
for reelection nex t y ear. If he doesn’t 
the Senate will lose one of its more re­ 
markable characters.

Statehouse lobbyist was asked by his 
employer recently to describe state 
Sen. Robert T. Secrest, D-20 Cam­ 
bridge. 
“Well,” said the lobbyist, “he’s a 
good ole boy, been in Congress for 
many years and in the state Senate 
since 1969.” 
“No, I mean what’s he really like?” 
asked the employer. 
“Well, he chews tobacco, doesn’t say 
too much and now and then he likes to 
take a drink,” offered the lobbyist. 
“I mean what’s he REALLY like?” 
demanded the employer. 
“Well, hell, he’s meaner than a 
junkyard dog,” the lobbyist replied. 
That’s one man’s opinion of the 71- 
year-old Secrest, but it hardly does 
justice to the man’s breadth of 
character. 
Robert Thompson Secrest has been 
called the most underrated and gener­ 
ally unnoticed man in the Ohio 
Senate. 
For someone who served 2C years in 
the Congress, seven years as a 
member of the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission, a year on the staff of the late 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz during World 
War II, and as state commerce 
director, that represents a con­ 
siderable oversight. 
A Republican who knows him well 
recently regaled a newsman with one 


story after another, all designed to 
indicate that Secrest not only has a 
lifetime grip on his eight-county south­ 
ern Ohio district, but may be one of two 
or three best politicians in the Senate. 
“When he dies, he’ll have the biggest 
funeral in the history of the state,” 
concluded the Republican. “He is 
simply the most beloved man in 
politics in southern Ohio.” 
A rambling 6-foot-plus with graying, 
slicked-down hair, a battered ruddy 
face and a prominent nose, Secrest is 
hardly handsome. His speech is spiced 
with homey, Dogpatch witticisms. 
Few would guess that underneath 
the rough-hewn exterior lies an 
educated sophistication that surpasses 
some of his more voluble colleagues. 
Secrest has a bachelor’s degree in 
political science from Muskingum 
College, a law degree from the old 
Washington College of Law, now 
American University, and he has com­ 
pleted the necessary work for a 
master’s degree in military govern­ 
ment and international law at 
Columbia University. 
When he is back in his Senate 
district, he packs a box of pungent 11- 
cent cigars and a pack of two of 
chewing tobacco into his car and 
drives for hours, hitting the bars in one 
town after another. 
“He knows everybody in every bar,” 
said Rep. Sam Speck, R-95 New 


Concord. “At every stop he downs a 
couple of beers, chats with the boys, 
and then is off to the next town and the 
next bar.” 
Secrest hasn’t decided if he will run 
for reelection next year. If he doesn’t 
the Senate will lose one of its more re­ 
markable characters.

Iievi’s policy and the department’s 
policy that burglary is a legal tactic to 
gather foreign intelligence in limited 
cases. 
F B I Director Clarence M. Kelley 
acknowledged at a news conference 
Monday that the F B I burglarized some 
unidentified foreign embassies in 
Washington and some other targets for 
nearly 30 years. 
After 1966, break-ins were conducted 
only for “ foreign counterintelligence, 
which we felt had a grave impact on 
the security of this nation,” Kelley 
said. 
But from World War II until 1966, 
burglaries were carried out both for 
foreign 
counterintelligence 
and 
national security purposes, he said. 
Kelley declined to identify the 
specific targets, pending his report to 
the Senate select committee in­ 
vestigating the intelligence activities 
of the Central Intelligence Agency, the 
F B I and other intelligence agencies. 
He declined to elaborate on the types 
of break-ins carried out under the 
umbrella of “ national security.” 
Havel said department officials have 
not yet examined the circumstances of 
those breakins to determine whether 
they fit department policy and the law. 
Kelley declined to say whether the 
F B I break-ins were personally ordered 
by any president or attorney general, 
and he refused to say how many were 


carried out. He said there were “ a 
few.” 


Asked whether there were break-ins 
at foreign embassies in Washington, 
Kelley replied, “ Without naming or 
designating victims or institutions, I 
can only say there were a few, 
concerned with counterintelligence, 
foreign in nature, subsequent to 1966.” 
He said former F B I Director J. 
Edgar Hoover restricted the use of 
break-ins in 1966 because he felt “ in 
the context of the times, it was not a 
viable procedure.” Kelley said he has 
authorized none since becoming 
director two years ago.
